THE BECTOU OF THE 


There was laid at resi ye»ier«L»y in 


the Christ church} <uxl at Cooutrs- 
towc, one who. far more than merely 
recior* o£ his church, was the rector 
of bis town. Strict churchman he un- 
questionably was. but he wa^ more 
than this—so cataohe were his sym- 
pathies, so kind -*a» his hears, so 
generous and forgiving his fcpiri:. so 
earnest in all that pertained to Uie so- 
cial and civic life of the community, 
eo eYer--aid«aing was the circle of his 
activities. 


Practically the whole of his priestly 


life was spent in Cooperstnvrn, the 
short period of service elsewhere be- 
ing merely preparation for that work, 
which IS years ago he took up at the 
county seat. From the day he be- 
came a. citizen, he entered heart and 
soul, body and mind, into its life. 
Hampered much by ill health, the 
buffetings of fate did not cast him 
down. He saw his community whole 
and not through any narrowed eye of 
prejudice. 


"Whatever was good for the town 


in that he took active part. There 
was no enterprise for its beitermen 
in which, farther than his health per 
mitted, he did not engage- His ser 
mons were marvels of scholarly die 
tion and reasoning, and his addresses 
on. public occasions will Ions be re 
membered for their civic and patriot!
